The charge was placed following 
an accident October 14. near Kings- 
dale, w’hich occurred, all witnesses 
were agreed, when Crabbs attempted 
a left turn in a Littlestown borough 
dump truck just as Richard Leroy 
Diehl, Union Bridge. Md., attempted 
to pass the truck with his car. Dam­ 
age to the car was HOO and to the 
truck $5. 
\Vitnr%ses Differ 
There were differences in opinion 
among the witnesses whether Crabbs 
hsd Riven light signals and hand 
signal* that he was attempting a 
turn. Crabbs said he had his hand 
out the truck window for IOO to 150 
feet before the accident, and "it 
was still out when we hit.” Crabbs 
said he did not look baek to see if 
any cars were following before at­ 
tempting the turn. 
But the court held that the in­ 
formation “does not charge him w ith 
failing to signal, or failing to look 
or anything that is covered by the 
statutes. All it says is that the 
failed to make a turn in safety ” And 
so the case was dismissed.

STATE DEPT. IS 
DRAFTING NEW 
NOTE ON PLANE 


By JOHN Bf. HIGHTOWER 
WASHINGTON I*—'The State De­ 
partm ent is drafting a new note to 
Russia on the shooting down of a 
U.S. Air Force plane, hoping to 
find out whether the Soviets would 
seriously like to avoid such in­ 
cidents in the future. 
There is an unusual absence of 
belligerency in the attitude of both 
the American and Soviet govern­ 
ments, despite their opposing ver­ 
sions of last Sunday’s F a r E astern 
affair, which cost the life of one 
American airm an. 
Only last Sunday Soviet Prem ier 
Georgi Malenkov expressed to U.S. 
Ambassador Charles E. Bohlen at 
a Moscow dinner the desire to 
m ake greater use of diplom acy in 
ironing out East-W’est differences. 
Malenkov said this m eans should 
be taken to prevent relatively min 
problem s from becoming m ajor Is­ 
sues. according to a report from 
Bohlen to the State D epartm ent. 
Hope To Avoid More 
The new U.S. note, it is under­ 
stood, will reflect the conciliatory 
tone in which President Eisenhow- 
er discussed the plane incident at 
his 
news 
conference 
yesterday. 
And it will be responsive to two 
paragraphs of a Russian note of 
last Monday which seem ed to cre­ 
ate a slight hope of avoiding such 
aerial clashes in future. 
In that note, the Russian gov­ 
ernm ent expressed “ reg ret” that 
what it called previous “ violations” 
of Soviet frontiers by U.S. m ilitary 
planes had led “ to absolutely un­ 
justified losses.** 
It then said It would be In the 
interest of both the Soviet Union 
and the 
United States 
“ to take 
m easures for the prevention of 
further violations 
of

state b o r d e r by A m erican air­ 
craft.’’ The note added that Russia 
expects the United States to give 
“ appropriate instructions” to Air 
Force generals. 
Not Over Soviet Terrltority
